“We are in favor of anything

“A renewal program like 
this should have been started 
about 30 years ago, but better 
late than never.” 


Fund Growth Cited. 


Cervantes told a reporter the 
aldermen have been impressed 
by the speed with which business’ 
men have raised $17,000,000 of 
the $20,000,000 equity capital 
needed to launch the project. 

“The board’s consensus is that 
now that St. Louis business“men 
are putting their money into the 
program, our city is on the 
move,” Cervantes said. ‘Most 
of the aldermen want to be a 
part of what they sincerely be- 
lieve is going to vn great re- 
birth of a great city.”

IN ARCTIC OCEAN; 
-MAY REACH POLE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4 (UPI)— 
The Navy reported yesterday 
that the nuclear-powered sub- 
marine Sargo had smashed 
through ice in the Bering strait 
and had entered the Arctic ocean 
on an underwater voyage that 
may reach the North Pole. 

It said the submarine began 
encountering ice near St. Mat- 
thew island in the Bering sea 
Jan. 25. Since then, the subma- 
rine. has surfaced five times 
through ice that is -gradually 
thickening. — 

The Navy said the submarine 
has found “pressure ridges” of 
ice as deep as 81 feet. Surface 
ice has averaged six feet thick, 
with a maximum thickness of 
10 feet. 

The Navy said reaching the 
North Pole is a secondary goal 
that will be undertaken if the 
submarine completes scientific 
and oceanographic investigations 
without delay. Three previous 
trips under the Arctic ice cap in 
nuclear-powered submarines 
have been reported by the Navy 
—two trips by the Skate and the 
trail-blazing trip by the Nautilus.

772 in 1958 to $19,411 in 1959, ex- 
clusive of Harris Teachers Col- 
lege. However, operating costs 
per pupil increased;in the city 
from $374 in the 1957-58 school 
year to $378 in 1958-59. 

The 11 county districts with a 
decline in assessed valuation per 
pupil were Bayless, from $13,432 
to. $13,209; Clayton, $40,349 to 
$39,614; Hazelwood R-1l, $18,647 
to $17,788; Kirkwood R-7, $11,291 
to $11,181; Ladue, $29,789 to $28,-

Clayton had the highest per 
pupil operating cost in the last

Clayton received the smallest 
proportion of operating costs 
from the state, 10.9 per cent, 
and Kinloch the highest propor- 
tion, 62.6 per cent. 

State aid payments increased 
in 19 county districts. Operating 
costs generally increased at a 
higher rate, however, and state 
aid as a per cent of the costs 
increased only in Berkeley.

He engineered 
the passage in 1957 of the first, 
major law on the subject since 
reconstruction days.

It is clearer than ever that the Fifth Repub- 


lic is President DeGaulle. The happily blood- 
less but hairbreadth escape from the latest 
Algerian crisis demonstrated that without De- 
Gaulle the French government would crumble. 
Parliament’s approval of near-dictatorial pow- 
ers for the President is a salute to the Consti- 
a but it actually accomplishes little 
other than to put the semblance of popular 
sanction on what DeGaulle may do in the 
next 14 months. 

Gen. DeGaulle’s hopes of restoring France 
to a position of leadership among democratic 
nations have suffered a setback, though his 
personal prestige remains high. The key to 
these hopes was his ability to unify his coun- 
try. He was brought to power in 1958 by the 
army and the Europeans in Algeria, and ap- 
proved by four-fifths of the French people. 
The atmosphere was one of optimism. The 
insurrection of several thousand Europeans, 
and the reluctance of parts of the army to go 
along with DeGaulle’s policy, revealed the 
strength of DeGaulle’s opposition. It is to 
DeGaulle’s credit that in this crisis he pre- 
ferred to work through democratic forms and 
appeal to the good sense of his countrymen. 


The task of the 69-year-old President has 
been to create the image of a France stable, 
united and strong enough to make its weight 
felt in world councils. He has sought for his 
country political leadership in Europe and 
equality with Britain and the United States 
within the Western alliance. He is preparing 
to explode a nuclear bomb to fortify his claim 
to membership in the nuclear club. Next 
month he will entertain Premier Khrushchev, 
but now he cannot talk to the Soviet leader 
with the confidence he had when he invited 
him to Paris before the Algerian uprising. 
The summit conference was scheduled for 
Paris out of deference to DeGaulle; the West 
would be well advised to give him as much 
support as possible. 

The basic issues are unresolved. DeGaulle 
has promised self-determination for Algeria, 
where Moslems outnumber Frenchmen by 
nine to one. Nationalist Moslems and French 
have been fighting for five years at a cost 
to France of some two billion dollars a year. 
The French settlers will not give up their 
claim to Algeria. The army has become firm- 
ly established there. 

When the crisis became acute DeGaulle 
acted with admirable skill. Had he bowed to 
the insurgents, the war would have been re- 


-newed with increased bitterness; his govern- 
ment would have fallen, to be replaced prob- 


ably by the extreme right if not by anarchy, 
and the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
would have been gravely weakened if not 
destroyed. 


What does the future hold? DeGaulle has 
repeatedly warned political leaders that an 
army dictatorship, aided by extreme rightists, 
would bring on a civil war led by the Com- 
munists. It is up to Frenchmen to heed 


these warnings. There are reports that De- . 


Gaulle will make replacements in his cabinet, 
but it is not known whether he plans to re- 
move Soustelle, an.ambitious man with close 
ties to the right-wing. Soustelle is minister 
of atomic development and is in charge of 
development in the fabulously rich Sahara oil 
fields. Natural gas and minerals add to the 
wealth the Sahara where Soustelle says 
the destiny of the Republic will be decided. 

DeGaulle has little time left. In the coming 
months he must endow the constitutional 
forms of the Fifth Republic with substance, 
and must somehow bring about an accommo- 
dation between the Algerian French and the 
Moslems. The costly Algerian war brought 
down the Fourth Republic; Gen. DeGaulle will 
have to work fast to prevent it from destroy- 
ing the Fifth. :

And Now Blue Major 


The “major medical” plan developed joint- 
ly by Blue Cross-Blue Shiéld seems likely to 
fill a long-standing need for insurance against 
the cost of the so-called catastrophic illness. 
Operating under a deductible principle simi- 
lar to that in automobile collision policies, 
Blue Major generally requires the patient to 
pay the small bills he is most likely to be 
able to meet but it covers the larger part of 
the big bills that might bankrupt him. 

Given the ballooning of hospital and medi- 
cal bills over the last 15 years or so, it was 
almost inevitable that Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
would have to adopt the deductible principle. 


_ Blue Shield originally was established to op- . 


erate under the indemnification principle, 
paying certain specific sums toward the cost 
of specified medical-surgical treatment. 

Patients would have had no need of 
Blue Major if physicians had been willing to 
adopt a schedule of fixed fees for specific 
treatments. Over the years as doctor’s fees 
and hospital charges have risen, Blue Shield 
benefits especially have tended to be a small- 
er and smaller part of the total bill; which is 
to say, increasingly inadequate. 

While both principles will live side-by-side 
for the moment—Blue Major is considered as 
a supplement to the existing Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield plans--it seems likely that in time 
Blue Major could threaten the existing pro- 
grams. Patients finding it economically not 
feasible to carry Blue Cross-Blue Shield and 
Ble Major may be willing to settle for Blue 
Major alone. Given the freedom of physicians 
to set their own fees, an insurance plan based 
on deductibility tends to be superior to one 
based on, indemnification. 

From the viewpoint of the community as a 
whole, one of the drawbacks of the new pro- 
gram is that benefits will be superior in those 
groups willing and able to afford higher 
premiums: This is not to condemn the ex- 
istence of flexibility but. to. recognize that 
some groups, for economic and other reasons, 
may .enjoy benefits something less than 
“major.” Also persons over 65 who are not 
members of a group would not be covered, 
a serious omission. 

Even with its drawbacks Blue Major does 
represent a significant new coverage that 
will make the St. Louis area a better place 
in which to live and work. But it remains to 
be seen whether it will effectively answer 
those who see the private plans as inadequate 
substitutes for Government action to protect 
all citizens regardless of age or economic 
condition. 


Senate Evasion on the Poll Tax 

In passing the constitutional amendment 
proposal, the Senate has done little to improve 
its record as a force against poll-tax reform. 
If it had really wanted to outlaw the require- 
ment of poll taxes as a prerequisite to voting 
in federal elections, it could have adopted the 
proposal of Senator Javits of New York to do 
so by legislative act.

More national support and at- 
tention will be required if health 
and welfare planning is to ex- 
pand to meet the problems 
ahead, William B. Walker, exec- 
utive vice president of the First 
Pennsylvania Banking & Trust 
Co., Philadelphia, said here to- 
day. 

Persons on all levels together 
must find « way to obtain this 
increased support and attention, 
Walker said in a speech at the 
biennial national conference of 
United Community Funds and 
Councils of America. 

Each community should try to 
develop a plan for ranking 
health and welfare needs, he de- 
clared. ‘‘If organized in a ra- 
tional and constructive manner, 
the community will have a new 
perspective, particularly for 
planning purposes,” Walker said. 

Another speaker, Ralph Laz- 
arus, president of Federated De- 
partment Stores Inc., Cincinnati, 
proposed that United Fund lead- 
ers consider the desirability of 
further federation, merger and 
regional campaigns in the larger 
metropolitan areas. 

More than 1000 representatives 
of United Funds, Community 
Chests and Community Welfare 
Councils are attending a three- 
d2y meeting, which will end to- 
morrow, at the Sheraton-Jeffer- 
son Hotel. 

John A. Green of Cleveland, 
retiring president of the United 
Community Funds and Councils, 
received the national Community 
Service award last night for 
“outstanding volunteer service” 
to the organization. Presentation 
was made by James A. Linen, 
publisher of Time magazine. 

Green, board chairman of Ohio 
Bell Telephone Co., was succeed- 
ed by Irving A. Duffy, vice pres- 
ident-body group of Ford Motor 
Co. 

Principal speaker at last 
night’s awards dinner was Lewis 
W. Jones of New York, president 
of the National Conference of 
Caristians and Jews and former 
president of Rutgers University. 

Jones ‘said the 2200 voluntary 
United Funds, Community Chests 
and Community Welfare Coun- 
c:ls are ‘‘a kind of do-it-yourself 
democracy, or do-it-yourself 
brotherhood. In praising the 
work of the various ore7n'-- 
tions, he cited the many rewards 
which go with the volunteer 
service. . 

“Tt is much, much more dis- 
couraging and frightening to sit 
at home and worry about these 
things than to get out and work 
with other sturdy people and do 
something about them,” Jones 
said. 

At an earlier session yester- 
day, John S, Hayes, president 
of the Washington Post Broad- 
cast Division, Washington, D.C., 
noted many good things that 
can be expected through feder- 
ation of various charitable or- 
ganizations. 

“Federation provides the peo- 
ple of the community with the 
means to determine exactly 
how they want their money and 
their voluntary efforts to support 
the services they deem necessary 
for a more healthful and abun- 
dant life,” Hays said.

; Atomic W aste Disposal 


NEW YORK, Feb. 4, 


ts my attention. My correspondent writes: 

“At least three bills are now before the House of Repre- 
sentatives which - would take control of atomic waste sea 
dumping from the hands of the AEC and place it where we 
believe it tightly belongs—in the hands of the United States 
Public Health Service.” 

These bills are HR 8187, 8423, 7014. 


My correspondent is temporary chairman of the 
Lower Cape Committee on Radioactive Waste Disposal, 
and he lives in Wellfleet, Mass. He says there are 
several other citizen groups in the East that are 
urging active congressional intervention in the prob- 
lem of radioactive waste disposal in our coastal waters. 


The dump site off the tip of Cape Cod, which is my cor 
respondent’s concern, is barely 12 miles off the Boston shore 


and in the heart of the Atlantic sea lanes leading into Boston | 


harbor. According to the newspaper story sent to me, there 


are included ‘among the dumped radioactive material isotopes | 


yielded by the development of the first atomic bomb—the bomb 
that exploded over Hiroshima. 


Hauled out to sea in a metal drum they were 
dropped over the side of a vessel in 250 feet of water 
in 1946, And, until a few months ago, over a period of 
nearly 12 years, ships returned to the dumping site 
regularly with more -waste cargoes, whose potential 
hazard ean’ only be guessed at. 


It is now discovered that in 1954 the National Committee 
on Radiation Protection specifically recommended that radio- 
active waste. disposal be carried out in depths of at. least 
1000 fathoms (6000 feet). The Lower Cape committee says: 

“If atomic dumping with its grave implications to life 
and human well-being can be initiated and carried out without 
the knowledge and consent of citizens of areas which can 
receive contamination, we believe this is a matter for the 
United States courts.” 

This situation is one, I think, that very few of the people 
of the United States have been conscious of, and it is time 
that we got a little more information.

Cover 
the broiler rack or pan with 
aluminum foil. Put the steak on 
the rack.

The sugar, she adds, that drips 
off the sides may have a tend- 
ency to burn, but this won’t af- 
fect the steak.

Which brings up the question, 
what’s wrong with a potato be- 
ing the color of a potato? Why 
does a  potato-colored potato 
have to be turned into a red 
potato?
